Native  Indian  equivalent  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  “Solar  Boat’’,  a Royal  bark  rowed 
by  6 rowers  and  a lookout,  with  an  enclosed  cabin  in  rear;  one  of  the  sailors 
holds  a parrot;  all  wear  native  garb.  Made  of  Brazilian  rubber  about  1800  or 
before  during  the  early  mission  days.

people  came  to  them  with  offerings  that  they  handed  into  the  Sanctuary, 
threw  into  the  spring  or  hung  from  the  trees.  From  the  disorder  in  which 
they  were  found — for  specimens  of  artistic  work  were  to  be  seen  together 
with  others  of  a cruder  kind  and  many  in  which  the  human  figure  was 
stylized — it  is  supposed  that  they  were  scattered  on  the  grounds  near  the 
Sanctuary,  perhaps  when  the  springs  or  fountains,  in  which  they  had  been 
thrown,  were  cleaned.  The  period  of  the  Sanctuaries  and  of  the  idols  found 
in  them  is  during  the  Vth  to  Illrd  centuries  B.  C.  Some  date  prior  to  the 
Vlth  Century  B.  C.  The  sculptures  of  which  we  have  been  speaking  are 
only  to  be  found  in  the  three  above-mentioned  Sanctuaries.
